I have learned 
that as a rule, the fellow who helps 
make newspapers is quite as respectable 
as the men and women with whom he 
comes in contact daily. 


If you stride into an oflice as if in- 


iending to throw everybody out aad 
run the paper to suit yourself, you need 
never expect a very respectful hearing— 
theu or thereafter, for the newspaper 
man has a good memory. If, however, 
your request be courteous, yon will be 
;enerously favored. I often hear folks 
"kicking" against the "stuff" in tbe pa- 
pers. 
If the papers should publish 


everything they know, yon'd see an xip- 
heaval in churches, families, politics 
and society that would put old Vesuvius 
to shame. There is scarcely an editor 
in this country but holds back eveiy 
day very interesting stories which, if 
printed, would wreak great injury upon 
reputations and records.

in ten, it is a narrow-minded person 
who gets into a mix-up with newspaper 
men. People of broad and sympathetic 
views, like Captain Sigsbee, never have

The attempt to rob th« bank \va_s li::--- 


eovered by W. G. Briggs. a hotel pro- 
prietor, whose house is situated ntar tlu- 
Phenix bank. 
He wa.s aroused by a 


heavy explosion and at once arosi-. 
dressed himself and struck a ligM in the 
hotel. He quickly summoned assistance. 
and in a very short space of time a squad 
of townspeople consisting of men \vfco 
resided in the vicinity and mill hands, 
hastened to the bank, in which Mr. 
Briggs was sure the explosion occurred. 
After a little difficulty the bank office 
was entered. Most of the furnishings 
were found in disorder and there was a 
Strong odor of smoke from some ex- 
plosive noticeable. A hasty search was 
made to find the burglar, but this was 
temporarily abandoned when Mr. Briggs 
announced that be had seen three men 
coming from the vicinity of the bank 
just before he left his hotel. The men 
were unknown to him, and he thinks it 
dc-ut-tfiii if he could have recognized 
them in the darkness even if they were 
not strangers to him. The men appeared 
to be in no hurry when seen by the hotel 
proprietor, and did not make any un- 
usual effort to leave Phenix. It is thought 
that the burglars had a team on the out- 
skirts and were making their way slow- 
ly out of town in order to throw off sus- 
picion. 
The time, however, was too 


short to en-able Mr. Briggs to summon 
assistance before the three men had dis- 
appeared. 


The Phenix National bank is situated 


on Main street, and does business in a 
•mall brick bundling. The building- is 
also occupied by the Phenix Savins 
bank: .which failed about a, year ago. 
The office of the national bank was en- 
tered by means of a rear window, and it 
is evident that the burglars lost no time 
In beginning work on the vault. It is 
thought they were professional cracks- 
men, and it is supposed they are the 
Bame ones who blew open and robbed the 
vault of the National bank of "Wrentha-m, 
Mass., late last fall. The .concussion 
wrecked most of the windows in the 
bank and did some other damage, which, 
it is estimated, will not exceed $100. That 
the men were not successful is due la 
the timely awakening of Mr. Briggs. 


Sheriff Amasa Spra.grueof Kent coun- 


ty was notified of the- affair early this 
; morning, and all the towns in the Paw- 


tuxet valley and in other parts of the 
state have been furnished with the best 
description obtainable. 


The amount of money in the bank last 


night was between $12,000 and $15,000. It 
Is not the custom of the officials to al- 
low large sums to accumulate here, and 
the cashier makes frequent 
trips to 


Providence, to deposit cash and securi- 
ties in the banks there. 


It was learned during the forenoon 


that four men, who seemed to be travel- 
ing together, came here on the micJnifrht 
train on€ne Consolidated railroad, from 
Providence. This clue is being- followed 
closely by the authorities, 
but 
they 


claimed to have found no important de- 
velopments up to noon today. 


It developed this forenoon that as tlu- 


burglars were leaving town they iired 
two shots in the air to scare the towns- 


- people who had been aroused by the ex- 


plosions at the bank. Up to this after- 
noon the robbers had> not been captured.

New York, Jan. 6. — A special cable to 


The Sun, dated Manila,, Jan. 5, says: 


It is apparent that the situation here 


has not been improved by the proclama- 
tion issued by General Otis yesterday 
evening. There is a feeling of unrest 
among the people, and it is feared by 
them that the insurgents in arms may 
attempt some overt act against the 
Americans. Some native families here 
are moving or preparing to move to the 
provinces, believing that Aguinaldo's 
forces will attack the city. The trains 
rumiing to interior points v\ ere crowded 
yesterday and today with persons seeK- 
ing refuge in the country from the an- 
ticipated attack.
